Hits France 


PARIS, Nov. 25.—(AP) — 
A general strike of French 
railway men was_ called 
tonight by the National Fed- 
eration of Railroad Workers. 

THE COUNCIL of the federation, 
affiliated with the Communist-led 
general confederation of Labor, 

ued the call as the new Centrist 
roracieat wrestled with France's 
critical labor situation. 

Informants close to the French 
government hinted Premier Robert 
Schuman might order conscrip- 
tion of workers in key jobs as one 
means of fighting the wave of Com- 
munist-led strikes now threatening 
France's whole economy, 

These informants said Schuman 
might make one last offer of in- 
creased wages before cracking 
down on the strikers, now esti- 
mated at more than 1,000,000. 

THE MAILS and most railway

Nine Meet Death 
An Theatre Fire

Some months ago there was set up in 
Edmonton an organization known as the 
Archives and Landmarks Committee whose 
general purpose was to establish the archives 
of this city on a basis compatible with the 
historic importance of the community. 

The initial project was to collect all 
photographs, negatives, paintings, maps, 
drawings, early newspapers, directories and 
other documents that would throw light on 
the history of Edmonton. To this end the 
committee invited all the people of Edmonton 
who had such documents in their possession 
to place them in the care of the committee 
for cataloguing and safe-keeping. 

The response at that time was not par- 
ticularly encouraging. But the committee is 


now making a second effort. And Edmon- | 


ton citizens should not ignore this repeated 
appeal. There must be literally thousands 
of such important and interesting documents 
in Edmonton homes. In the course of time 
und events these will be forgotten or thrown 
out and the information they contain may 
be lost forever. 

If, on the other hand, the possessors of 
these documents entrust them to the 
Archives Committee in the Civic Block, they 
will be preserved and put to a useful purpose. 

Civic pride is a strange thing and rests 
upon many foundations. Perhaps no founda- | 
tion of civic pride is more vital than historical 
background. And the value of that his- 
torical background increases as each new 
generation succeeds the last.

The Border-Line Items 


Canadians of all classes and occupations 
are busy trying to assess the impact upon | 
their business interests of the prohibitions 
and quota restrictions applying to a wide | 
range of goods imported from the United 
States. And a minority are doubtless 
gloomily reconciling themselves to having to | 
forego the planned winter holiday in Califor- | 
nia or Florida. 

But the question of widest concern is 
how these embargoes will affect the cost of 
living. The “index” of the Bureau of Stat- 
istics may be affected little, for most of the | 
banned commodities fall into classification 
as luxuries and near-luxuries. But there are 
also quite a number of items which rate as 
almost-necessities in the commonly accepted 
standard of living, and any sharp increases in 
these items would mean a moderate degree of 
“austerity” to the average family, though 
not taken into account in the official “index.” 

The householder, for example, may not 
feel himself aggrieved because he cannot for 
the time buy an American-made car, radio or 
refrigerator; but will think it hard that he | 
is to be limited in his purchases of tropical | 
fruits, and imported textiles and foot-wear. 

These are the border-line items where 
price-control may become necessary, should 
producers or handlers try to take advantage | 
of the restricted supply by boosting prices. 
The quotas placed upon such articles are pro- | 
tective in fact, though that is not the pur- | 
pose. And history shows that when there | 
is “protection” against foreign imports, the 
protected need to be watched. 

If unfair price-boosting is prevented in | 
respect to such classes of goods, the remain- | 
ing restrictions will cause a minimum of real 
hardship, and no “austere” measure of incon- | 
venience. 


No Chance of Too Much 

Sir John Boyd Orr, Scottish farmer, 
scientist and nutritionist, is retiring from the 
post of director-general of the food and agri- 
rulture organization of the United Nations. 
He is rated as the highest authority on the 
world’s food supply and outlook, for he has 
been studying this subject intently for two 
years with the assistance of the best evail- 
able investigators and economists in 51 
countries, Canada included. 

Sir John has a pretty gloomy report to 
make on the eve of quitting office. If he is 
correct the world at large is going to get a 
much clearer idea of what people in England 
call “austerity’—at least in reference to 
food. He says “There is no chance for a 
greater world food production than the pev- 
ple of the world need for good health, as far 
ahead as one can see.” 

The 16 countries in western Europe which 
are to participate in the Marshal) plan, Sir 
John explains, will need 30,000,000 tons of 
grain each year if they are to get rid of bread 
rationing and build up their herds of live 
stock. If they get this grain Europe will 
have less food per person in 1951 than it had 
fe 1038, And the prospect ix that supplica 


| brought

will fall 5,000,000 tons short of this annual 
need. 

In the Far East the situation is “dras- 
| tically worse.” In South East Asia food 
supplies will have to be doubled to maintain 
even the present pitifully inadequate diet for 
the fast-growing population. 

This is a grim picture of food scarcity 
present and to come. But if it is evan fairly 
accurate Canadian agriculture is facing a 
demand for its products that will remain 
unprecedented over a term of peacetime 
years. To say this is not to gloat over the 
prospect of continued hunger in the dis- 
tressed areas. Rather it is to admit and 
| emphasize the responsibility which rests 
| upon this great food-producing country. The 
| farmer in Canada is confronted by a duty 
| like that which he faced and met in wartime 

—to produce to the utmost limit of his 
resources. 


_ The Iran Hold-Up 


With a Russian army standing on the 
| soil of Iran, Premier Ghavam last year 
signed a dictated agreement to turn over 
valuable oil concessions to Moscow. But the 
Iranian parliament last month refused to 
| ratify the deal. Now the Moscow news- 
papers are accusing Ghavam of “treachery,” 
saying the rejection of the agreement is a 
“hostile act,” and that Iran will have to take 
| “full responsibility” — whatever that may 
| imply. 

It may be that Iran would have profited 
by the development of its oil resources. It 
may be that the bargain was a fair one. It 
| may be that the parliament was angry and 

threw out the agreement in spite of material 
advantages to Iran. 

These queStions are all aside.* The point 

is that Molotov put a pistol to the head of 
Ghavam, premier of an independent and sovy- 


| 


ereign state, and compelled him to sign “or 
else.” If Ghavam, under duress, gave pro- 
mises which parliament refused to make 
good, the prime offender against inter- 


national law and fairness was the thug who 
| staged the hold-up. 

Every people in the world who value their 
freedom and their national rights will draw 
the same conclusion. They will see in the 
treatment ot Iran what will happen to them 


| if the masters of Russia should covet their 


property and get in position to demand that 
they hand over.

SUPPOSE THAT ALL North 
America were one nation. 

Does anyone argue that we Can- 
adians would have received orders 
last week not to travel in the pre- 
sent area of the U.S.A.? 

Canada has been compelled to 
apply drastic measures because we 
have what is called a “U.S. dollar 
famine.” But suppose there was 
a “continental dollar,” good any- 
where from the North Pole to the 
Panama Canal? Does anyone pre- 
tend there would be a “crisis” then? 

Some Canadians want to go south 
this winter. All Canadians around 
my home want to continue buying 
| fruits and vegetables from the U.S. 
during the season when we can't 
grow those ourselves. 

But our government decrees that 
| we can’t buy the stuff in future — 
| although the U.S. has a surplus not 
|salable anywhere else. We can't 
buy it because the first and last 
thing that each and every nation

Editor, Bulletin—I have just re-| 
turned from the scene of an acci- | 
|dent where I obtained a very good 
picture of how well this thriving 
city of some 100,000 souls is equip- 
ped to meet an emergency. 

I was among the first to arrive 
at the scene of the accident and 
|we found two women lying in the 
istreet, apparently in grave condi- 
\tion. Not knowing the extent of 
\their injuries, we didn’t move them 
but obtained some blankets to 
cover them with, and I hurried to 
\the nearest phone to call an am- 
bulance. I contacted a well known 
taxi firm and explained the situa~ 
|tion to them. They assured me 
their ambulance would come imme- 
diately. Not knowing whether the 
ambulance was equipped to handle 
two patients, I called another well 
known ambulance service and they | 
too assured me they would come 
immediately. There was nothing 
‘more to be done except to try to} 
make the unfortunate victims as | 
jcomfortable as is possible in freez- 
ing weather So we waited..., 
and waited, and then we waited 
| some more. Some of the comments 
passed among the crowd about the 
|quality of service given by such 
reputable firms were hardly com- 
plimentary 
| Finally, a full forty minutes 
jlater, the ambulance first called, 
jarrived and took one of the women 
away. Less than ten minutes later 
the same ambulance returned from 
the hospital and took the other 
jvictim, Thus, this ambulance that 
required forty minutes to make the 
|2% mile trip from the firm's office 
took only ten minutes for a 3 mile 
round trip. The ambulance belong- 
ling to the second firm called never 
did show up. 

It would seem to me that am-

There would be no need for 
Britain to apply more and more 
restrictions to prevent people from 
buying things from the U.S, On the 
other hand, there would be no need 
for any more “Marshall Plan” loans 
or handouts from the USA, to 
Britain. 

You could draw up a list of 
advantages as long as your arm, 
benefits which would flow from 
immediate out-and-out amalgama- 
tion of the U.S.A, and Great 
Britain, 

Why, then, don’t they go ahead 
and put it through? 

Because of national pride—and 
just plain, downright laziness— 
dumbness. 

Superficially they say “because 
Britain would either have to give 
up her King, or else the U.S.A, 
would have to rejoin the British 
Empire.” 

That, of course, is bunk, 

They could work out a federa- 
tion for the U.S.A, and Britain 
more easily than we worked out 
the federation of Canada in 1867, 

But we won't do it, not for a few 
more years. We will have to have 
another war, depression, or both, to 
learn the hard way that the nation- 
state is all washed up, that the 
“times of the Gentiles” are as 
biblical prophets put it, “fulfilled.”

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THE TECHNOCRATS may be 
right, and the next step in human 
history may be the emergence of 
the continent — rather than the 
smaller nation — as the organiza- 
tion unit-basis of the various parts 
of the human family. 

The Communists may be right, 
and much more of the old world 
may merge into a vaster Soviet 
Union. 

Or Clarence Streit and the other 
prophets of “federation of the free” 
democracies may be right, and the 
union of the U.S., the British Com- 
monwealth and France be “just 
around the corner.” More likely 
none of the above is all right or all 
wrong. 

What is sure is that the old age 
of history is dying, and the new is 
about to be born. We are at the 
end of one era and the beignning of 
another. It will be the best that 
mankind has ever known.

Only daughters of well- 
to-do parents can go in training, it 
seems, Apart from the equipment 
necessary at the beginning, such 
as: uniforms, aprons, caps, bibs, 
special shoes, there are many items 
needed through hospital life. 
Clothes for leisure time are big 
items for this climate in Canada, 


| Incidentals, such as car fare, often 


train fare home, fees for certain 
examinations, meals out when 
“time off” takes in the meal hour 
and entertainment necessary in an 
active girl's life. 


A nurse needs to get away from 
thoughts of illness and domestic 
routine at times. A girl in her 
late ‘teens enjoys a dance or party 
and needs both afternoon and 
evening dresses for such recrea- 
tion. In other words, she does not 
wish to live the life of a nun be- 
cause she chooses to serve human- 
ity as a nurse. I believe there 
would be fewer resignations if 
girls were paid a few dollars each 
month, while they are in training.

The spots that sometimes come 
before the eyes are of two distinct 
kinds, One kind is permanent, and 
the spots are always in the same 
place. They are due to something 
that should not be in the eye— 
most commonly a speck of the cor- 
nea, the front part of the eye, 
which has been damaged in some 
way. Such thickened places in 
the cornea throw shadows on the 
retina, and so are seen as spots. 

Other spots seem to be in. differ- 
ent places at different times. Us- 
ually we do not notice them at all, 
They are the shadows thrown on 
the retina by white blood cells 
moving through the fluids inside 
the eye. As these cells move about, 
the shadows they throw are not 
seen always in the same place. 
White cells are ususally traveling

before the eyes. This may be due to various causes but is apt to occur when 
we are tired or nervous. 


about in the eye, but usually we 
do not notice them. 

When we have been awake all 
night, or have become tired from 
staying up too late, we get spots be- 
| fore our eyes because our nerves 
| have been made too sensitive, and 
| they notice the shadows of these 
cells, which a healthy eye does 
not notice. It is one of the most 
important facts about living matter, 
especially nerves, that when they 
are weak they get too sensitive or 
irritable. 

These moving spots have an 
| amusing name—muscae volitantes, 
flying files. Sometimes the spots 
lare due to imperfections inthe
